it is used as a storeroom for incoming or cutgoing freight and 
materials.

Noo G.is a two-story brick building moasuring about 20 by 15 meters, 
On the first floor there is a waiting room, bar, and ticket 
offices. On the second floor there are the offices of the sirfield

No. 9 is a one-story brick building measuring about 100 by 30 meters. 
It is located outside the airfield at a distance of about 100— 

In the center cf the 
Wuilding there is a large kitchen, and on either sive of 1t 
arc two large reoomse The kitchen is operated now for civilians 
only, but during the war it was operated for soldiers. During 
the war, the rooms were used as a center for soldiers passing 
through the city.

No, 10 is a one-story brick building measuring 30 by 20 meters. 
It is used as a shop for the repair of airplaness 


Noo 11 is a twoestory brick building measuring about 50 by 20 
meterse On the first floor are the offices of the airfield 
personnal. Their living quarters ars on the second floor. 


Noo. 12 is a building similar to No. ll above. It is used as living 
quarters for the workmen and personnel of the airfield, 


No. 13 is a place for parking 10-12 twoemotor passenger planes of 
Douglas typee 


No. 14 is a place where several small tuo-scater passenger planeg 
park. 


Noo 15 is a place where two-engine and four-ongine military planes parks

There were 
about fifty large and small tanks at the school. The large tanks are 
called simply "tank" in Russian and the small ones are called "tanketkas"™. 
The tanks used in training were all armed. Each one was equipped with a 
cannon. Informantsa sew no armored éarse 


9 During the wer, students attending this school were soldiors, who were 
commissioned officers after they finished their course of study. They 
were then sent to tho tank factories in Siboria, where they received their 
tanks and proceoded to the front. 


102 At present, the soldiers trained in this school are still conmissioned 
as officers upon completion of the course.
